The  most  astounding  social  move 
of  the  year  was  announced  this 
week  when  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
executive  boards  and  sponsors  of  all 
organizations  on  the  campus,  it  was 
announced  that  in  an  endeavor  to 
simplify  extra-curricular  activities, 
all  the  recognized  organizations  on 
the  campus  were  to  be  consolidated 
.immediately.  In  this  drastic  step,  all 
.activities  from  varsity  football  to 
Dance  Club  were  organized  under 
the  same  set  of  rules  and  will  be 
governed  by  the  same/  executives. 

Aftfcr  the  .project  had  been  dis¬ 
cussed  and,  also  cussed,  a  vote  was 
taken  which  was  formally  stated  as 
“Resolved:  that  all  organizations  on 
the  campus  should  be  exploited,  or¬ 
ganized,  and  entertained  under  one 
set  of  laws,  by-laws,  and  in-laws  and 
shall  henceforth  and  forever  more 
be  known  as  Alpha  Etta  Apple  ” 
The  name  was  chosen  after  much 
deliberation  as  being  the  only  pos¬ 
sible  indication  of  the  vacuity  of  the 
organization. 

.Resolution  Passed 

When  put  to  a  vote,  the  resolu¬ 
tion  was  passed  by  three  times  as 
many  votes  as  there  were  people 
present;  already  indicating' a  serious 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  insti¬ 
tution. 

Some  question  was  raised  as  to 
the  legality  of  such  a  vote,  but  was 
immediately  squelched  by  self-ap-| 
pointed  extempore  sergeant-at-arms, 
Bill  Bernau,  who  shouted  in  a 
mighty  voice  in  an  attempt  to  quell 
the  rising  anger  of  the  mob,  “Shades 
of  “Doc”  Davis  and  Rex  Creighton, 
who  ever  heard  of  questioning  the 
results  of  a  College  election”.  Tills 
crushing  statement  shamed  the 
crowd  into  silence  and  the  meeting 
proceeded. 

Platform1  Established 

The  next  subject  to  be  announced 
by  the  chairman,  Miss  Miriam  Wag¬ 
goner,  who  was  chosen  because  she 
was  sponsor  of  more  outstanding 
organizations  than  any  other  faculty 
member,  was  the  delicate  situation 
of  having  to  select  a  platform  for 
tlie  organization.

Tills  Is  a  Page  taken  from  the 
diary  of  a  modern  Pepys  who,  like 
his  celebrated  predecessor,  Samuel, 
found  that  the  state  of  marital  unity 
Is  not  always  the  blissful  happiness 
that  it  is  cracked  up  to  be.  The 
diary  follows  In  exactly  the  form  it 
reached  the  writer. 

Sunday,  March  17,  1939 

This  morning  1  did  arise,  as  usual, 
with  Intent  to  enjoy  a  peaceful  Sun¬ 
day,  and  indeed  It  did  look  as  if  1 
might  enjoy  a  lovely  day  minus  any 
Petty  troubles  to  annoy  me.  The  day 
started  auspiciously,  with  no  mis¬ 
haps,  save  for  a  bit  of  grapefruit 
which  did  squirt  into  my  left  eye  at 
breakfast  and  hence  onto  my  wife’s 
clean  white  tablecloth,  whereupon 
she  began  to  Rayl  about  the  stain 
with  little  regard  for  the  state  of  my 
eye,  which  fortunately  did  not  burn 
for  long. 

After  this  mishap,  I  hastily  retired 
to  the  living-room  minus  my  grape¬ 
fruit  and  began  to  read  the  morning 
journal,  while  my  wife  busied 
herself  In  the  kitchen.  I  then  became 
highly  interested  in  the  Price  of 
some  garden  seeds  I  saw  advertised, 
end  did  decide  to  go  outside  and 
Potter  about  In  the  garden,  with  a 
view  to  planning  my  spring  plant¬ 
ing,  .but  my  wife  stopped  me  at  the 
door  with  the  assertion  that  she  had 
a  surprise  for  me. 

“And,  pray,  what  may  that  be?”  I 
queried. 

A  Vacation  But  Where 

Whereupon  she  informed  me  that 
we  were  going  on  a  vacation.  Some- 
v  hat  surprised,  I  did  inquire 
where  we  were  going,  and  suggested 
that  we  visit  her  Cousin  Bess,  who 
gave  me  some  prune  juice  on  my  last 
visit  there,  but  at  this  my  wife  bent 
her  eyes  ominously  upon  me,  where¬ 
upon  I  hastily  remarked  that  Kan¬ 
sas  City  might  be  a  better  spot  to 
visit.  She  then  seized  a  wooden 
Poynter  from  my  desk  and  pointed 
to  a  spot  on  a  map  hanging  on  the 
wall  of  my  study. 

“We  go  there"  she  firmly  declared 
and  I,  upon  examination  found  the 
place  to  be  a  resort  In  Florida 
known  as  Palm  Beach. 

I  then  attempted  to  rebuke  her 
for  wanting  to  go  to  a  winter  resort 
in  the  spring,  but  she,  remaining 
1  adamant,  refused  to  listen.  Where-) 
upon  I  tnade  my  way  out  the  door, 
but  she  did  follow,  talking  all ,  the 
while,  so  in  desperation,  I  did  pro¬ 
mise  her  to  draw  a  few  Pence  from 
1  the  bank  and  start  the  trip  on  the 
morrow  Whereupon  she  kissed  me, 
and  I  did  make  my  escape  to  the 
garden,  where  I  worked  all  after¬ 
noon,  and  so  to  bed  and  a  troubled 
sleep. 

Monday,  March  19,  1939 

We  started  on  our  trip  this  morn¬ 
ing,  after  a  great  Rush  to  get  pack¬ 
ed,  with  our  neighbors  giving  us  an 
envious  farewell.  We  looked  forward 
to  no  troubles  on  the  trip,  but  the 
Rhoades  were  extremely  bad,  and 
before  I  had  driven  ye  olde  jaloppe 
fifty  miles  a  posterior  tire  did  blow 
out.

Know  Facts  o  I 
Student  Union 

Unfavorable  Comment 
Marks  Impression  of 
American  Organization 

By  Student  Opinion  Surveys 
Austin.  Texas,  March  20  —  Only 
one  half  of  U.  S.  collegians  report 
that  they  know  about  the  American 
Student  Union. 

Of  those  who  have  heard  about  it, 
48  per  cent  have  received  an  unfav¬ 
orable  impression  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion. 

At  least  three  out  of  every  ten  in 
that  same  group  believe  that  the 
A  S.  U.  is  a  front  for  communists 
in  colleges. 

Those  are  the  results  of  a  nation¬ 
wide  study  conducted  by  the 
Student  Opinion  Surveys  of  America, 
scientific  polling  organization  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  college  press.  The 
Northwest  Missourian  cooperates  by 
taking  personal  interviews  on  the 
College  campus  with  a  carefully- 
selected  cross  section  of  students,  as 
is  done  in  other  schools  from  coast 
to  coast.  j 

Although  a  majority  of  those  with 
opinions  exonerates  the  American 
Student  Union,  long  under  fire  for  j 
its  uproarious  conventions  and  al-  j 
leged  Red  leadership,  this  survey 
reveals  that  it  has  undoubtedly  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  making  a  mad  name  for 
itself  with  a  large  sector  of  the 
student  population.  Slightly  over  50 
per  cent  of  the  men  and  women 
attending  college,  however,  declare 
that  they  never  heard  of  the  A.  S. 
U.  Those  who  were  acquainted  with 
it  were  asked  these  questions,  and 
they  gave  the  answers  below: 

“Are  your  reactions  to  this  or¬ 
ganization  (the  A.  S-  U.)  favorable, 
or  unfavorable?” 

FAVORABLE .  52  per  cent 

UNFAVORABLE  .  48  per  cent 

“Do  you  believe  that  the  American 
Student  Union  is  a  front  for  com¬ 
munists  in  colleges?” 

YES . 35  per  cent 

NO  .  65  per  cent 

Many  comments  made  by  the  in¬ 
terviewees  centered  around  their 
belief  that  the  Union  itself  is  not 
communistic,  but  some  of  its  leaders 
may  be.
